Three Bandit Prisoners Killed 
As Friends Attempt Rescue 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 17 ().— 
Three more men have been killed, 
making a total of thirteen, in con- 
nection with the capture and slay- 
ing by bandits of Jacob Rosenthal. 

The three killed tonight had con- 
fessed participation in the hold-up 
after they had been brought to 
Mexico City. © 

A statement given out at Police 
Héadquarters says that they were 
being taken under military escort 
from Mexico City to Huitzilac to be 
examined at the scene of the crime, 
and added: 

“A party of men, presumably 
their bandit friends, attempted to 
rescue them, and in, the ensuing 
fight they were killed.”

These will be taken 
this afternoon’ to Cuernavaca road, 
where they will be executed. 

The bodies of the kidnappers will be 
left hanging from.trees near Huitzilac 
as a warning to other Indians. Thus 
in one day eleven bandits will have 
paid with their lives for kidnapping 
and murdering the American. 

One of the three Indians killed 
Wednesday night by Federal troops 
who were trying to rescue Mr. Rosen- 
thal has been identified as General 
Bonifica Hinojosa, President of. the 
Municipality of Huitzilac, who was a 
Generai in the Ne army during 
the revolution. 

The other two were Miguel Garcia, 
warden of the town jail, and Juan Or- 
tiz. Their bodies were found lying 
near that of Mr. Rosenthal when the 
police and soldiers’ redthed the spot in 
the woods where the bandits had been 
encamped. 


Other Indians to Be Punished. 


José Maria Rodriguez, Romulo Rojas. 
Angel Davila and an unknown young 
Indian are the prisoners now in Mexico 
City who will be executed this after- 
noon. 

President Calles is taking a personal 
interest in the case. He ordered the 
arrest of all the kidnappers and also 
of all the Indians in Huitzilac who 
knew of the plot and failed to inform 
the authorities. Prompt punishment 
will be meted out to all in an effort to 
stamp out the brigandage which is rife 
in the State of Morelos.

Reply on Our World Court Reservations 
Will Grant Equality With League Members

GENEVA, Sept. 17.~The Committee 
of Nations adhering to the World 
Court named to consider the American

I am informed that this proposed re- 
ply, which is intended to form the 
basis of individual replies to Wash- 
ington, sets forth that generally the 
nations adhering to the Court accept 
the American reservations on the un- 
derstanding that they ‘“‘are to confer 
on the United States all the rights 
held by nations now adhering to the 
Court and the nations belonging to the 
League Council without America, 
thereby surrendering any .prerogatives 
she now enjoys as a non-member of 
the League.’’

Native of New Orleans Seized. 


An extraordinary example of this sit- 
uation has just developed. Robert. De 


Bouneville ef New. Orleans was born in 
the United States of an American 
father. The latter’s father went to 
America as a young man and remained 
until-his death. De Bounville Spates 
decided to visit the native country of 
his grandfather, but wpon his arrival 
at Havre he was arrested and placed in 
the Eighth Regiment of French Zou- 
aves, on the theory that he still was a 
Frenchman and. had not done his mili- 
tary service. 

Obtaining leave, he hurried to Havre 
and placed his case before the Amer- 
ican Consulate. A protest now has 
been filed with the French Gov- 
ernment. 

Louis Levy, born in New York City 
in March, 1882, of:a French father, 
served honorably in the United States 
Army, but was\geized for military ser- 
vice as soon as he arrived in France 
to. visit relatives;, 

Alfred Cornette) .born in Italy, be- 
came a naturalized American citizen in 
1919. After seven years’ residence he 
returned to France to visit his. mother 
and remained here to go into — * 
He was seized and is now gerving in 
the Ninety-ninth Infantry. 

Emile Mioux, a naturalized American 
citizen, returned to France this year 
to visit relatives. After spending sev- 
eral weeks he returned to Havre fo 
sail on the Savoie, but. was arrested 
as a deserter from the French Arm 
and placed at the disposition of 
army officials.

It is.only when we will have 
‘@ clear understanding as to the func- 
tion of religion that we will not fear 
gcience or philosophy. There was a 
time when science was purely ma- 
c and when philosophy was 
negative and agnostic. It is indeed 
si to note that philosophers 
from various nations now assembled 
“at Cambridge, Mass.,/ are not only not 
posing religion but. are declaring emi- 
; ghatioaliy that philosophy is the hand- 
gnaid of religion.” 


Calis Atheism ‘the Deepest Sin. 


‘ Rabbi Samuel Schulman preached on 
Sin and the Modern Man” at Temple 
Beth-El, Fifth Avenue and Seventy- 
sixth Street. He said: 

“The deepest sin of the modern man 
is a conscious or unconscious atheism. 
God has ceased to be a vital power in 
‘ modern thinking. When a civilization 
has been,compelled to confess such a 
spiritual lack it is at the same time 
compelled to recognize a terrible canker 
which is eating at its heart, because 
historically, it may be asserted, .with- 
out the fear of contradiction from any 
source, men’s sense of right and wrong 
grew up in intimate connection with 
' their sense of some kind of a superiol 
being, to whom they are responsible. 
“A world in which man is self-suf- 
ficient is a world in which the roots 
! of ethical authority have been de- 
**gtroyed, because authority must go 
batk to the Creator of the universe for 
its validity and compulsion. We can 
_only sin against God, because our sin 
advertises His righteousness, and our 
fall proclaims His justified judgment, 

and our humanity, with its failing, has 
the counterpart in His perfection. 

“As religion is not as vital a power 
in human lives today as it ought to be, 
‘ft is no wonder that there is so much 

lawiessness rampant in modern life. 
When I say lawlessness, I do not 

mean merely the breaking of the last 
‘statute enacted. I mean that inner 
contempt for law as such, that. denial 
of any compelling authority to moral 
ideas, that insistence upon the privilege 
of every human being to live his own 
or her life, according to the temporary 
heat of thé blood, to the invitation of 
the senses, to the passion that is for 
the moment urgent, to the lust for 
power and for domination. From the 
fiapper to the superman, our civiliza- 
‘tion is blatant ‘with the cry that man 
is his own master and that ethics are 

@ survival from ap old-fashioned age. 

In fact, anybody that talks of right 

and wrong is now pooh-poohed as a 

benighted Victorian. 

“Our fin de siécle writers, many of 
them, and the large mass of their read- 
ers, whose only mental pabulum is the 
last novel, insist upon the right of 
man to live his life without any re- 
gard for an authority higher than his 
own law. He may be compelled to 
obey the laws of society, because of 
the fear ot the policeman; he may 
have to ev.bordinate himself in order 
not to be incarcerated, but in spirit he 
rebels against all restraint. And the 
heroes, many of them, of our modern 
fiction; are not those who sacrifice 
themselves for an ethical law, but 
those wh9, with defiance, break it. 

“Literature is the expression of life, 
and therefore it is no wonder that at 
one end of the social ladder we find in 
this country crime rampant, as in no 
other. And at the other end of the 
social ladder we find a self-indulgence 
a lecherousness, a contempt for the 
ideais of n.arriage-and family and all 
that goes with it, which so ominously 
leom large in our lite.“ 


Every Day a Judgment Day. 
Preaching on “The Day of Judg- 
ment” at Temple Israel, Ninety-first 
and Broa‘iway, Rabbi Maurice H. Har- 
ris said:

“In distiaction from an ancient the- 
ory of a final Day of Judgment let me 
gay every day is a day of judgment. 
The divine court is never closed. It 
knows'no recess. ‘It offers opportunity 
for perpetual appeal. Man cannot be 
justly doomed or saved at any one 
moment.cf his life. Human character 
is not a fixed quantity. We cannot 
draw a shzrp line between the saved 
and the doomed. There are endless 
stages of improvement and retrogres- 
sion in human life. At one moment 
one’s nature is keyed up in generosity. 
ready to make sacrifice for human 
welfare. At another, the slave of 
brutish indulgence.’

Scores the Broken Pledge. 


In his sermon at the East Midwood 
Jewish Centre, ‘Rabbi Reuben Kauf- 
man said: 

“The mystic spell of the Kol Nidrei 
chant on the eve of the Day of Atone- 
ment. awakens the lethargic soul to 
contrition and repentance. ‘For there 
is not. a righteous man on earth who 
doeth good and sinneth not.’ Innumer- 
able are the faults, the frailties and 
foibles to which the human flesh is 
heir. But what sin, from the rabbinic 
standpoint, is regarded as the most 
heinous?. The one mentioned in the 
Kol -Nidrei—the broken promise, the 
unfulfilled pledge, the violated oath. 
The utterances of the lips are vested 
by Judaism with the greatest sanctity. 
‘It is better not to promise at all, than 
to promise and not pay’ is the rab- 
binic dictum. And the Bible vs ect 
sizes in many peaene ee the sinfulness 
ofthe repudiated wor 

SpeSking on the ‘‘Rewards of /Re- 
ligion,” at the Yom Kippur services 
of the Society of Jewish Science, at 
the Hotel Astor, Rabbi Morris Lichten- 
stein said: 

“Through religion man finds his 
place in the world. The more man 
studies the immensities of existence, 
and the more he see s to grasp the 
vast systems and the infinite spaces 
in nature, the more conscious does he 
grow of his. own insignificance. On 
the one hand, he beholds spheres of 
stupendous dimension and: speed, of 
staggering “power, and on the other 
hand he sees himself, a minute crea- 
ture, occupying a minut> space on the 
surface of one of the smaller worlds. 
This’ consciousness has led many to 
pessimistic views as to the ultimate 
aim of their existence. It has led many 
philosophers to the thought that man’s 
life, his development, his whole exis- 
tence; is but a minor, unnoticeable 
incident in the scheme of creation..’ 


America Ready for Revival. 


In his sermon on -“‘Repentance’”’ be- 
fore the Institutional Synagogue at 37 
West 116th Street, Rabbi. Herbert S. 
Goldstein said: 

“The most urgent need of the day 
is that of personal religion. America 
is ripe for a new and different kind 
of drive. A drive not for funds, but 
a revivalistic campaign for religious 
practices. 

“There are many noble men and 
women who participate in every .drive, 
whether it be for Palestine, for War 
Relief, or even for Jewish Education; 
but they aré always driving for some 
one else. These people a~- altogether 
too unselfish. They forget about them- 
selves completely. The time hgs now 
come when we must make_a drive on 
behalf of the drivers. We must wage 
a campaigh which will benefit the 
campaigners. A concentreted effort 
must be made to revive in the hearts 
of all these good men and women a 
spirit of complete loyalty to the glo- 
rious historic faith into which they 
were born."’ 

Rabbi Jonah B. Wise, preaching in 
the Central Synagogue, Lexington Ave- 
nue at Fifty-fifth Street, said: 

“Religion is the first-born of human 
genius. It sprung from man’s soul, 
not man’s soul from it. Just as the 
first-born in Israel had ‘to be redeemed 
from.the priest a remnant of human 
sacrifice, so each generation must re- 
deem its religion from its priest. Our 
Judaism wants to save religion, to 
ransom it from being sacrificed upon 
the clerical altars. This is a point of 
the project on this eve of the Day of 
Atonement.”’ 

In his sermon on “The Jewish 
Heritage’’ before the Free Synagogue 
at Carnegie Hall, Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise said: 

“If the prophets and the seers and 
the .psalmists made Israel, it is -not 
less true that Israel made, it possible 
for its sons to become among the pro- 
phetic and visioning teachers of the 
world. The Old Testament is only the 
first of the chapters of an endless 
story of mora] and spiritual courage to 
which they were ever equal. who 
claimed .and prized the heritage. 

“But an awful problem faces Israel 
in our own time. In the world of ma- 
terial possessions, a legal title is the 
equivalent of an imprescriptible char- 
ter, but in the world of spiritual things 
a legal title, if such a thing.can be, 
does no more than prove the spiritual 
poverty of them that hold no other 
title than the title of possession or tra- 
dition.’’ 

Rabbi Jacob Katz, Jewish chaplain 
of Sing Sing and rabbi of the Monte- 
fiore Congregation, Hewitt Place and 
Macy Avenue, the Bronx, renewed his 
attacks on the “mushroom §syna- 
gogues”’ in a sermon in which he said: 

“If we had every Jew by accident of 
birth joining the congregation as a 
member and every congregation seex- 
ing large membership, thereby doing 
away with more seat holders during 
the holy-day ‘season, we would do 
away with the “mushroom” syna- 
gogues put up for the benefit of free 
lance ‘‘three-day’’ cantors.

Speakers at the. closing eda of 
the International Congress of Philos- 
ophy at Harvard today emphasized the 
fact that the .present week had re- 
vealed a. world-wide drift away from 
the abstractism of the past toward 
individualism and idealism. 

This drift was apparent in the most 
abstruse discussions of metaphysics as 
well as in the more humanistic depart- 
ments of philosophy. As a business 
man would describe it, philosophy was 
getting its feet on the ground. 

With this trend there was increas- 
ing demand that philosophy not re- 
main locked in the study, but that it 
play a réle for which it is pre-emi- 
nently fitted in reinforcing ideals at 
this critical period in world history. © 


' Says America Controls Future. 


The future rests in America’s hands, 
it was asserted by Dr. F. C. S. Schil- 
ler of Oxford, who with William James 
and. John Dewey founded the Prag- 
matic School of Philosophy. In an 
address containing many sharp shafts, 
Dr. Schiller said that our politicians, 
soldiers and business men offered lit- 
tle hope for the future. Only to the 
philosopher and the _  internatidnal 
banker could we look for the unifying 
influence the world needs, and Dr. 
Schiller was not altogether sure about 


the banker. 
“Thanks to the discoveries of 


science, the whole earth now enters 


into our social environment,’’ said Dr. 
Schiller. “Our trade, our wars, our 
news, our fashions, our films, are now 
Spread over the whole earth. No coun- 
try can now solve its social problems 
in isolation, not even America. 

*“‘For many purposes the world is 
unified already; for the rest, unifica- 
tion is bound to some, say in a century 
or two. but our politics are still very 
backward. They are nationalist and 
separatist and vehemently recalcitrant 
to unification. 

‘‘Now, herein lies a very grave dan- 
ger. For if the tribes of men continue 
to indulge in periodical ofgies of 
nationalistic violence, the: whole earth 
is exceedingly likely to come to grief. 
Our civilization, and possibly our race, 
will go under in the next World War, 
or at the latest in’ the next but one. 


To work to stave off this disaster, | 


therefore, becomes an urgent social 
need. ' 


Wants ‘Philosophers to Lead, 

“In this work, it. seems to me, 
philosophers ought to take a leading 
part. They ought to look further 
ahead, to take a wider view of the 
circumstances of life as a whole, to 
perceive the trend of events, to pre- 
pare men’s minds betimes for what is 
coming, to influence them to act as 
reasonably as theirenature permits. 
For this service all others seems to be 
disqualified in one way or another. 

“The politicians who rise to power 
by various means under various insti- 
tutions, all have two faults. They are. 
all opportunists, who cannot afford to 
look far ahead. And: they are all 
everywhere incompetent, even to 
achieve their own ends: So they have 
made a ‘ad mess of the world. 

“The: soldiers are even ‘worse than 
the politivians. They cannot even hold 
the dictaturships they seize, and offer 
to the world no prospect but a series 
of pronunciamentos. 

“Religion has clearly. ceased to be 
Catholic, except in name, and the 
churches } ave all reverted to the cult 
of tribal gods 

“The scientists are nothing if not 
Specialists, and despise wide views. 

‘The lawyers are mostly .traditional- 
ists, unw iling to’ look beyond the let- 
ter of the law.”

the tower encloses the sprinkler tank.

Today Tuy New Yore Tiites 1s. 
geventy-five years old. Within the 
three-quarters of a century of its life 
have been packed-many great changes 
fn the newspaper world. The period 
has been one of vast expansion and in- 
cessant -experiment. fi the whole 
movement as it has affected the theory 
and practice of journalism THe Tres 
has had at least a part—an honorable 
part, it may claim without undue 
boastfulness. This anniversary seems 
@ fit occasion to note in hurried out- 
line some of the chief developments in 
mewspaper. work during the past 


_peventy-five years, and to indicate, in 


as detached and impartial and imper- 
gonadal a spirit as possible, the way in 
which during them all THe Times 
has been conducted. The air is full of 
speculations about journalism. Writers 
and lecturers in the press and in pro- 
fessional schools have elaborated many 
conflicting views about the principles 
of success, and the causes of failure, 
in newspapér publications May it not 
be well to glance for a moment at 
journalism teachifg by example? 

On this day of commemoration THE 
New YorK Times may say with satis- 
faction that it has throughout all its 
life remained in general true to the 
fdeas and aims of its founiers. They 
frankly unfolded their hopes and plans 
m their leading editorial, “‘A Word 
About Ourselves,” published Sept. 18, 
31851. Their emphasis then was pri- 
marily upon “all. the news of the day 
from al] parts of. the world,” along 
with independent discussion of every 
tcpic of public interest, primarily ad- 
dressed to readers of intelligence. THE 
TIMES was to be the organ of no one 
class or political leader. It was to be 
independent. It was to avoid the sen- 
gational and vulgar methods which had 
already begun to appear in New York 
Journalism. Here is the substance of 
the origiral program of THE TIMEs, 
which is as good a one to.work on 
today as it vas seventy-five years ago: 

We intend that the paper shall 

speak for itself; and we only. ask . 


that it be judged ‘accordingly. We 
shall be conservative in all ‘cases - 


. where we think conservatism essen- 


tial to the public good; and we shall 
poe radical in everything which may 


# geem to us to require radical treat- 


ment and radical reform We do not 
believe that everything in society is 
either exactlyright or exactly wrong; 
what is good we-desire to preserve 
and improve what is evil to extermi- 
nate or reform. 

Fidelity to the first. purposes of the 
eriginal proprietors and editors of a 
Mewspaper is perhaps not so common 
@s it once was, In his suggestive little 
book, ‘‘ Physics and Politics,” WALTER, 
Bacenor selected the newspaper as a 
good instance of persistence of type. 
This may seém rather curious today, 
when the..press* furnishes surprising 
cases of turning old intentions topsy- 
turvy. But there is still. force .in 
BacreHor’s observation that the ideas 


‘nd personalities of the men who laid 


the founjations of a newspaper have a 
tendency td Influence their successors 
for long years to follow. A given way 
of looking dat public questions tends to 
bécome a habit, The style of ‘writing 
takes shape in the form of a tradition. 
Above all, the, fructifying ideas of the 
founders continue almost insensibly to 
animate those. who. follow. them, This 
has been the case. with Tue TIMES, as

To attain and insure ‘their best influ- 
ence, they have to make it clear that 
they: have- taken themselves ‘ wholly: 
out of line for political preferment, 

Along with this “hanged personal at- 
titude has ‘come an increasing political 
tolerance, ° The partisan newspapers 
of two generations ago—and nearly 
évery one was “then partisan—followed 
the Johnsonian’ rile of seeing to it 
that ‘the Whig dogs got the worst of 
it.” They wéuld not print the speeches 
of their political opponents; and as 
for admitting a hostile contribution to 
their ‘columns, that was almost un- 
heard of. But a better and wiser spirit 
now prevails in most of the American 
dress. 
“the fever of a differing soul.” It: has 
conceived a part of its duty to the 
public to cohsist in publishing fairly 
the views: of public men whom it op- 
poses; and letters sharply taking issue 
with its own policy it has not only 
admitted but welcomed to its pages. 
This has often’ been a great strain on 
available space, To give in full the 
speeches, of Mr. Bryan, R. M. La 
FoLLeTTe, men like, EuGENE V. Duss 
and JOHN F. HYLAN, has caused many 
g-oanings all up and down this office. 
But the thing had to be done if readers 
were to be given all the material nec- 
essary for forming their own judg- 
ment. And few things have caused 
THE TIMES more pleasure than. the 
voluntary tributes to its fairness which 
have come to it, especially after polit- 
ical campajgns, from men whom it has 
withstood, but to whom it was willing 
to grant a hearing.

THE STATE DEPARTMENT AND 
FOREIGN LOANS. 

Our State Department's policy of 
supervising new foreign loans in the 
American market, adopted tentatively 
several years ago and positively in the 
early months of 1925, has been re- 
garded with mingled feelings. It was 
an innovation, and was not adopted 
either with the view’ of withholding |, 
American capital from a hostile foreign { 
nation or of excluding loans which did 
not qualify as safe investments, The 
propriety of a virtual veto.on loans to 
the Governments or industries of 
nations which were not making, in 
Secretary MELLON’s words, “a reason- 
“able effort to adjust their debts to 
“the United States,” was admitted by 
most people, although more or less 
reluctantly. But the extension of the 
department's disapproval] to certain 
rroposed foreign loans on altogether 
different grounds has inevitably roused 
criticism. | | 

In the. current issue of Foreign 
Affairs JOHN Foster DULLES | points 
out some of the implications and con- 
sequences. “Even when loans are dis- 
countenanced for. the purpose of apply- 
ing pressure to - recalcitrant « debtor 
States, he reminds us that our own 
markets have to pay the price. Directly 
or indirectly, it is through such loans 
that continuance of free purchases by 
the borrowers in America: are made 
practicable. Mr. Duties does not 
question the department's right in the 
+ of non-paying intergovernmental 
Liers, but he regards the extension 
of the policy as advisable only in cases 
of. unusual importance and with such 
sanction by public opinion as would 
issure legislative authority. — 

He condemns unreservedly the some- 
what vazu? intimation’ of'the depart- 
ment’s disapproval of foreign loans to 
build up afmaments, citing our own 
Governinent’s official. declaration of 
1915 that the United States has always 
advocated and practiced, for itself and 
cther nations, “unrestricted trade in 
arms and military supplies.”’ No valid 
distinction in principle exists, in his 
judgment, between ‘permitting foreign | * 
nations to buy armament and permit- 
ting them to borrow money to pay for 
armament. .Some of us will remem- 
ber that.Mr. Bryan in his State De- 
p&rtment’ days did assert such a dis- 
tinction; but the | Administration 
promptly ignored it during the subse- 
quent period of war:

He de- 
clared that the only way to eradicate 
the evil, was to proceed directly against 
the publishers. 

At the same time he emphasized that 
the majority of newspapers and maga-.

They had 
done more perhaps than any other 
agency in bringing about the truth in 
advertising, for which they. au 
great credit, he said.

Mayor Walker returned from an in- | 


‘spection trip of Welfare and Riker’s 
islands yesterday with the conviction 
that the city. penitentiary - was 
“archaic, inadequate and impossible,’ 
that it should be moved as soon as 
possible from Welfare Island to some 
other site and that the island should 
be converted into a public playground. 
The trip raised two serious doubts, 
however, in the Mayor's mind. One 
was the lack of access to Welfare 
Island from °fanhattan and the Brook- 
lyn .mainland. The Queensborough 
_ Bridge, in the Mayor’s opinion, is al- 
ready too crowded for the throngs of 
children and their parents who would 
- come to the island for recreation. 
Two alternatives, as the Mayor saw 
them yesterday, were a connection 


with the proposed Fifty-third- Street 
subway, which would mean expensive 
tunneling and the installation of eleva- 
tors, or a fleet of small ferryboats 
operating to and from the island from 

e city proper. 

The second doubt in the Mayor’s 
mind concerned the eering prob- 
lems connected with building a great 
‘new prison on Riker’s Island, much of 
which has been filled in by the dump- 
ing of city refuse. Then again there 
is the problem, the Mayor says, of 
whether or not the city has enough 
money to pay for the proposed im- 
provements. 


Wallis Acts as.Mayor’s Guide. 
The Mayor made his trip aboard the 
_ municipal boat Macom. Accompanying 


him. were almost a hundred city of-. 
= =ficials, transit experts, city planning 


éxperts, business.-men and others in- 
terested in the prison.problems of New 
‘York. 4 Commissioner of Correc- 
tions Fre@erick A. Wallis acted as the 
Mayor’s guide. 

Among those in the party were Albert 
Goldman, Commissioner of Plant and 
Structures; Alfred A. Taylor, Commis- 
sioner of Street Cleaning; Chairman 
John S. Kennedy and Leon C. Wein- 
stock, members of the State Prison 
Commission ; Chief Magistrate ‘William 
McAdoo, Daniel L.- Ryan ofthe Board 
of Transportation; Thomas Adams, Di- 
rector of the regional plan for New 
York and environs; WHliam B. Roul- 
stone of the Central Park Association, 
and members of the Association of 
Grand Jurors, the Broadway Associa- 
tion and other civic organizations. 

Hardly had the Meyor stepped off 
the — “ at Welfare Island when he 
confronted a group of several hundred 
prisoners, most of them youths in their 
early twenties, idling and playing in 
the prison yard. They applauded and 
cheered for “Jimmy” as the Mayor ap- 
proached. Then the party walked into 
the central building of the penitentiary, 
which was built in 1832.. Commissioner 
Wallis led the way down the dingy cell 
block, where two men sometimes sleep 
in cells seven feet deep, three and one- 
half feet wide, less than seven feet 
high, and with door openings one foot 
seven inches in width. In the corner 
of each cell is a hole smaller than a 
man’s hand, supposedly for ventilation 
but actually used as a cubby hole for 
storing articles belonging to the pris- 
ones. Plumbing arrangements and 
sanitary equipment are not installed 
anywhere in the building. 

The Mayor wasted little time in de- 
ploring the conditions, but asked ques- 
tions eagerly of Mr. Roulstone, Mr. 
Adams and Commissioner Wallis as to 
the feasibility of a park and play- 
ground on the island. The island, be- 
cause of its size and its proximity to 
the centre of Manhattan, seemed to 
catch the Mayor’s interest as the site 
for a great city recreation field. 


Party Reaches Riker’s Island. 
The Macom soon arrived at Riker’s 
Island, the south end of which is cov- 
ered with gardens and grass, and 


which houses small prison buildings. 


The entire north end. of the 525-acre 
island is filled-in land, covered with 
burning heaps.of refuse and garbage. 
The Mayor walked for several hundred 
yards along this new land, covered 
with sunflowers and cabbage patches, 
but seemed to doubt the possibility of 
erecting a substantial building on the 
site, such as Commissioner Wallis 
contemplates. 

‘This may be all right for cabbages,”’ 
the Mayor said, ‘“‘but how will it be 
for a big building?” He seemed in- 
credulous when assured that the south 
end of the island was virgin soil, which 
could support a court house and an 
entire civic centre without sinking or 
slipping into the river. 

yor Walker expressed complete 
approval of the plan to use the rock 
and soil excavated from the new Fifty- 
third Street subway.as a filler on 
Riker’s Island. This plan was sug- 
gested to Commissioner Wallis by 
Chairman John H. Delaney of the 
Board of Transportation, who said it 
‘would add a strip of land 200 feet wide 
and 2,000 feet in length. 

The Mayor declined to give out a 
formal statement on the whole subject, 
but invited the experts and officials to 
visit the City Hall and discuss the 
matter ot 3 an early date.

HAILED IN WALL ST. 


Sons of Revolution Lay Wreath 
on Washington Statue at 
Subtreasury Building. 


2,000 ATTEND EXERCISES 


Security ‘Leaguer Advises Those 
Who Don’t Like America to Go 
Abroad—Bullard on Radio. 


The 139th anniversary of the adop- 
tion of the Constitution of the United 
States was observed in brief exercises 
yesterday noon on the steps of the Sub- 
Treasury Building, Wall and Nassau 
Streets, under the auspices of the New 
York Chapter of the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 

During the playing of “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” a crowd of 2,000 
in the street stood with bared heads, 
while many from the Stock Exchange 
and surrounding office buildings stood 
at attention in office windows. Sev- 
eral from the offices of J. P.. Morgan, 
opposite the Treasury Building, among 
them Thomas W. Lamont, stood or 
the steps of the banking office in 
silent salute. 

The celebration, in which several 
patriotic societies participated, opened 
with the singing of the national 
anthem by Miss Clarabel Nordholm, 
accompanied by a band from the New 
York Navy Yard. Brig. Gen. Oliver 
B. Bridgman, President of the Sons 
of the American Revolution Chapter, 
presided. 


Wreath for Statue. 


“Louis Annin Ames; former President 
General of the organization and Na- 
tional Chairman of the Constitution 
Day Colhmittée, placed & wreath on 
the statue of George Washington. As 
he did so he said: “A similar service 


is, being held in more than 7,000 cities 
throughout the country commemorat- 
ing this great day. 

Jamin Seth saan, member of the 
National Security League, spoke on 
The Constitution—Who Cares?’’ 

Xou are stockholders in the United 
States Government and this is a go- 
ing concern,’’ said Mr. Morse. ‘‘May 
I. sell you more stock today? The av- 
erage American citizen has a merely 
casual interest in politics.. If politi- 
cians are not up to your idea, and you 
feel like finding fault with those who 
administer the government, vote for 
others. 

“There are people in this country 
who do not like this Government. It 
would be as well for us if they dis- 
liked it more. As the ships are run- 
ning, why not let them take them to 
another country? 

‘There are many of our best people, 
well intentioned, who think it is our 
duty to ge to Europe and to run their 
affairs for them, or to tell them how 
they ought to do it. It simply won’t 
work, and our people do not appreciate 
what they are proposing. 

“Of course, we are all in favor of a 
League of Nations for Europe, if they 
can make it work, but it is safe to 
offer a reward for any person in Eu- 
rope who can be found who can men- 
tion one single advantage that would 
accrue to this country, to you or to 
me, from our signing on the dotted 
line, mixing us up inextricably.” 


Chaplain Prays. 


The Rev. Dr. J. Lewis Hartsock, 
chaplain of the Empire State Society, 
S. A. R., delivered the invocation and 
later the benediction. The United 
Patriotic Societies, Inc., distributed a 
booklet by Jacob Cash, who compared 
the conditions he left in Russia with 
the conditions of life in this country. 

In connection, with the anniversary, 
Major General Robert Lee. Bullard, 
retired, President of the Nationa! 
Security League, broadcast an ad- 
dress over WJZ last evening, while 
S. Stanwood Menken, former Presi- 
dent and founder of the league, broad- 
cast from the Dectaratiom Chamber of 
Independence Hall in Philadelphia. 

The league issued a pamphlet out- 
lining its. work for six years for the 
compulsory teaching of the Constitu- 
tion in the public schools, showing 
that thirty-seven.

‘Derham, an Englishman, . reached St. | 


Margaret's Bay today, after swimming: 
the English Channel from Cape Grig-. 
Nez. in 13 hours 57 minutes... He is 
the first Englishman. to. accomplish the 
feat in fifteen years and the third. 
dna. to do so in the eatery of 
4 Channel swimming. 

Derham won a prize of $5,000 offered 
by Lord Riddell, owner of The News 
of the World, for the first British sub- 
ject. to better the time of. Miss Ger- 
trude Ederie, the American swimmer, 
who crossed the Channel in 14 hours | 


and 31 minutes. 
He also beat the time of both his 
English predecessors, Captain Webb, 


who in 1875 was the first person to| 


swim the Channel, and Bill Burgess,. 
who cros 
Mrs, Mille Gade Corson, the American 
woman who crossed earlier this season. 
But Derham fell two. hours and fifty 
minutes short of the world’s record 
eStablished by Goren Michel, a 
French baker. 


Will Swim Again From Dover. 
Derham lives at South End and is ‘a 
partner in a firm of mattress manu- 


facturers. He is 27 and the father of 
two children. Whether he is the first 


‘father to swim the Channel is not} 


known. . Unwilling to rest on the 
record he has made, Derham now in- 
tends to tackle Captain Webb’s route 
from ' Dover. to France. 

The Channel’ s mystery. swimmer, 
‘‘Jane Darwin,’*-who has béen disclosed 
as ‘Miss E. Marriott, a young student 
of Barnstaple, failed on her second at- 
tempt to swim the Channel, but she 
got within four miles of the English 
coast before being forced to surrendér 
by a sudden squall. It is believed that 
if she keeps on trying, Miss Marriott 
will .evolve into a successful Channel 
swimmer. Today: she stayed_in the 
water thirteen hours. The last time 
she stayed in eight and a half hours 
and got within nine miles of her goal. 

Mercedes Gleitze, a London stenog- 
rapher, intends to attempt to cross the 
Channel tomorrow. ‘ She crossed to 
Cape Gris-Nez last night, intending 
to make a start then, but was pre- 
vented by seasickness. 

While cricket, football and tennis all 
have their little season on the stage 
and disappear, Channel swimming 
seems to have become an all year sport. 
Every time that some one announces 
the end of the natatorial season some- 
body dives off France’s gray nose and 
crosses the Channel, followed by a 
whole Bchool of other swimmers. 


Says Wife Will Be. Surprised. 


Norman. Derham ‘left Cape Gris-Nez 
at 9 o’clock last night and landed at 


St. Margaret’s Bay at 10:57 this morn- 
ing. Norman the. cofiqueror’s feat 
makes him a hero even in the eyes of) 
his wife. 

“The most surprised woman will be 
my wife,” he said after the swim. 
‘‘She did not believe for a moment that 
there was anything serious in my at- 
tempt and treated it as a joke. Now 
it is my time to smile.”’ ; 

Annette Kellerman; the statuesque 
swimmer whose _famous one-piece 
bathing suit startled and shocked pre-

Derham was ac- 
companied by a rowboat and a — 
smack. 

When he had struggled up to the 
beach he was escorted to a hotel by a 
cheering throng. After a bath,-he told 
the story of his feat. 

“This is my third attempt to swim 
the Channel,’”’ he said, “‘and it-has been 
most unpleasant... Fog nearly beat me. 
Neither my companions in the boats 
nor I knew early this morning which 
way we were going. For half an hour, 
indeed, we wondered if we were not 
going back to France. Then the sea 
became rough-—very. very rough—and 
but for the white cap on my head and 
the electric spotting torch I would 
have been lost altogether.

RY: BABY ROBBERS 
AGAIN CONVICTED! 


Queens Savy Reaches Verdict i in} 
Long Island City Hold-Up in 
Less Than Thirty Minutes. 


TO BE SENTENCED MONDAY 


Long Terms May Be Added to Those 
Imposed Upon the Same Group. 
In the Bronx. | 


A Queens County jury which was out 
fifty-five minutes last evening and. oc- 
cupied less than half an hour of that 
time in deHberating, found the Oberst 
gang of ‘‘sry-baby bandits’ guilty of 
the hold-up of the cashier of the. Wil- 
liam F. Kenny Construction Company 
in Long Island City last July 16, when 
$2,460 was stolen. , 

Judge Frank F. Adel announced that 
he would impose sentence’ on Monday. 
Not untib then will the robbers know 
whether their sentences for this crime 
will be added to the long terms im- 
posed by Judge James M. Bartlett. in 
Bronx County Court on Aug. 20 for the 
hold-up of the Liccione private bank in 
that county, or whether they will run 
concurrently. This is a matter within 
the discretion of the Court, and Judge 


Adel has therefore refused to dis · 
cuss it. 

Only a few persons were in the 
courtroom when the jury through its 
foreman, William Benson, a Richmond 
Hill carpenter, announced its verdict. 
The gangsters were so closely sur- 
rounded by deputy sheriffs and detec- 
tives that they were almost hidden 
from view, but so far as could be 
observed they showed no emotion. 
There was no demonstration from the 
spectators. 

.Mr. Benson's words, “‘We find the 
defendants guilty as indicted,” ended 
an attempt of the gangsters to avoid 
punishment for the Long. Island City 
crime. They had thought that by’ be- 
ing sentenced immediately for . the 
Bronx hold-up they could not be tried 
in Queens. 


Brought Back From Sing Sing. 
But’ District Attorney “Richard S. 
Newcombe of Queens by virtue of a 
habeas corpus writ brought them back 
from Sing Sing, where they had begun 
to serve sentences ranging from sev- 


enteen to thirty-five years. Their sec- 
ond trial began on Sept. i3 and the 
convictions yesterday were for. first 
degree robbery, first degree assault and 
first degree grand larceny. 

Five of the gangsters who were ‘in- 
dicted as first offenders may receive 
minimum sentences of ‘ifteen years. 
Leo. -Hecker, who was indicted as a 
second offenders, may receive a mini- 
mum sentence of twenty-five years 
and under the Baumes law may be 
kept. in prison for the rest of his life. 

The end last evening came with 


dramatic suddenness. The day had 


|} béen enlivened’ by only- one. outburst 


‘from the gangsters .and. that came 
when Hecker sprang to his feet and 
shaking his finger at the ‘‘squealer,”’ 
James J, O’Connor, who had just fin- 
ished testifying, shouted: 

“Did you tell the Court and the jury 
that you are a dope fiend and a de- 
generate?’”’ 

Deputy sheriffs. thrust ‘the angry 
man back into ‘his seat and Judge 
Adel admonished him, saying, “‘An- 
other demonstration like that from 
you and I will put you in handcuffs 
and keep you that way until the trial 
is over.”’ 

Verdict on Second Ballot. 

. Then at 5:50 o’clock Judge Adel com- 
pleted his charge to the jury and they 
retired. . Before beginning their de- 
liberations they wént to dinner and 
it was_about 6:30 o’clock when they 
first commenced to consider their 
verdict. The first ballot showed ten 
jurors for conviction and twé6 for ac- 
quittal. The second ballot resulted 
in the verdict of guilty as indicted. 

After that the proceedings took only 
a very few minutes. Attorney O’Brien 
for: five of the defendants asked to. 
have the vefdict set aside’ on the 


‘ground that they ‘were already con- 


gieted of another crime. This..was de- 
nied. and- Judge Adel then announced 
that he. would impose sentence on 
Monday ——

The report shows that on 
May 15 the city owned 1,129 passenger 
cars, valued at $1,175, 161. 7%. Eighty- 
eight of these cars,-the report says, 
were bought the first four and a half 
months of this year at an expenditure 
of $168,981.25. 

“Budgetary appropriations, —— 
the Fire, Police and Street Cleaning 
departments, specifically and solely for 
the purchase of motor vehicles of all 
types and their equipment, operation:

General Break. In’ Prices. on 
Stock Exchange—Money — 
5%-—Francs Lower. - | 

The downturn of prices which oc- 


curred on nearly every market yester- 
was not the result of visible change 


in any aspect of the financial and com-. 


mercial situation, but apparently of 
skepticism over existing values. It 
affected the Stock Exchange, where 
prices of all stocks fell, with numerous 
declines of 3 points or more and somé 
extreme losses of 6 to 10; the spot cot- 
ton market, which. went below any 
price of the last four and a half years, 
and the wheat market, on which values 
sold ‘down 2 cents or more per bushel, 
The only incident of the day which had 
any visible bearing on these. move- 

ts was the return of the Stock Ex- 
change  ,ull-money rate to 6 per cent., 
and that was not wholly unexpected, 
because collection of income-tax checks 
at the banks is always a slower proc- 
ess than the — — * dis- 
bursements. 

Last September, the rate for demand 
loans went to 3% per cent. immediately 
after the 15th, but rose to 6 per cent. 
again on the 2ist, which was the high- 
est of the year. The renewed advance 
has come this month a little earlier, 
but it can hardly be described as a dis- 
turbing movement in view of the usual 
action of the September market. Pos- 
sibly, however, the stiff rate of a year 
ago was a dominant influence in hold- 


‘ling the stock market in check, and it 


may have done its part in promoting 

yesterday’s Stock Exchange reaction. 
But the real occasion for yester-

At this week-end, the testimony. of 
the mercantile trade reviews is almost 
unqualifiedly favorable. The change 
from . their hesitant. “and somewhat 
deprecating view of ‘a. few.months ago 
must be ascribed rather to the fact 
that underlying tendenciés which have 
existed all along, but have been ob- 
scured. by distributed rather than con- 
centrated buying, have. now been 
brought into. the open through the in- 
creasing volume of immediate require- 
ments for Autumn trade. .This visible 
improvement is described as extend- 
ing through .the various channels of 

manufacture and distribution. 

Despite the continuance of “purchas- 
ing for actual needs only,” it is now 
recognized that ‘‘frequent repeating of 
orders keeps most factories well oc- 
cupied,’’ also that profits are good and 
in some instances exceptionally large, 
notwithstanding the familiar complaint 
of a narrow. margin of operation at 
present ns OI _Probably in a good 
many in ustries recent widespread 
abandonment of the “forward-order 
policy” has introduced some element 
of perplexity into the program of pro- 
duction and has required alteration of 
former practices, No such innovation 
could be introduced without causing 
inconvenience somewhere; and it is 
among the smaller producers that un- 
favorable criticism of the new trade 
policy is expressed.

The Cleveland promoters still believe 
it possible to put through their rail- 
r0ad deal and are pursuing it with 
the same tenacity that has character- 
ized their former operations. The gen- 
eral increase in railroad values since 
their entrance into the consolidation 
field has produced many millions of 
profits, but as far as forming a fourth 
trunk line system is concerned they are 
in the same position they were in 1923.

The Van Sweringens have added to 
their original holdings of this stock in 
no small proportion since the rejection 
of their original merger plan, and 
many bankers believe they could make 
the $12 offer with profit.

TO VISIT SEVERAL CITIES 


Branch Banking and McFadden Bill 
Are Among Important Topics to 
Be Discussed by Financlers. . 


Three 1undred bankers of New York 
and other States departed,on two spe- 
cial trains from the Grand Central 
Terminal yesterday afternoon for a 
tour of the West, which will’ end in 
Los Angeles for the fifty-second ‘an- 
nual convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association, beginning on 
Oct. 4. The main contingent of the 
Eastern delegations will depart Sunday 
evening frcm the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion, and the tours, covering wide 
areas, both in the United States and 
Canada, will involve about 8,900 miles. 
The first group of bankers sailed for 


the convention Thursday on the steam- 
er Finland. 

The coavention will be one of the 
most important in recent years, and 
the problem of tranch banking and 
other issues are expected to be 
threshed cut on the convention floor. 
There is a strong movement within 
the association for the support of the 
McFadden bill, which with its amend- 
ments would accord to national banks 
the same branch privileges enjoyed by 
State banks where they operate. A 
committee of 100 has been formed to 
press a tampaign against branch bank- 
ing whicn intends to voice its views 
at the convention. This is certain to 
bring forth spirited debate on the 
question. Still another factor will be 
furnished by the California bankers, 
who have developed branch banking 
on a large scale and would oppose any 
curtailment of their present advan- 
tages. Other important questions in- 
volving ‘eg:slation and banking policy 
will come tefore the convention in the 
form of_resolutions to be offered by 
the various committees. 

The itinerary arranged by the trans- 
portation committee of the bankers 
association includes many points of 
scenic interest. The special trains are 
made up 1 solid steel] cars, with club.

Employers’ Counsel Asking for 
Permanent Writ, Calls Gar- 
ment — Illegal. 


Supreme — — Phoenix In- 
graham reserved decision yesterday on 
the application of the Industrial Coun-* 
cil of the Cloak, Suit and Skirt Manu- 
facturers’. Association for a permanent 
injunction against the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, re- 
straining them from continuing the 
strike against 2,000 members of the 
employers’ organization. The Court 
gave Morris Hillquit, who appeared for 
the union, until next Wednesday to 
submit affidavits in answer to those 
presented by William Klein of 1,440 
Broadway, counsel for the manufac- 
turers. 

Mr. Klein —— that the —— was 
illegal because it was ‘‘declared in bad 
faith’? and because it had been ac- 
companied by many acts of violence. 
The demands of the union,’ he added, 
were “‘revolutionary, confiscatory and 
impossible of acceptance by the manu- 
facturers.”’ He charged that loyal 
workers ‘‘had been assaulted and, kid- 
napped by guerrillas m union employ, 
after which they Have been taken to 
halls hired by the union and unmerci- 
fully beaten.’’ 

Mr. Klein sought to emphasize his 
argument by exhibiting weapons he 
said had been employed in béating 
strike-breakers. A heavy iron ingtru- 
ment used in putting automobile tires 
on steel rims was shown by him as 
one of them. On objection by Mr. Hill- 
quit Justice Ingraham refused to ad- 
mit it in evidence, 

It was not denied by Mr. Hillquit 
that there had been acts of violence 
during the strike. He said that the 


struggle was one between 40,000 mem- 
bers of the union and 2,000 employers, 
and that the violence had not been 
entirely on the part of the workers. 
The Industrial Council, he declared, 
has employed ‘‘notorious gangsters’’ to 
assault union pickets, Mr. Hillquit 
charged that the aim df the manufac- 
turers was to destroy the union and re- 
establish the ‘‘sweat-shop system’’ in 
New York City.

The difficulties of prohibition enforce- 
ment in New Jersey werr set forth 
yesterday in a letter “addressed _ by 
Captain Jesse L. Thompson, Deputy 
Administrator for that State, to T, J. 
Cavanaugh, Administrator for Eastern 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. The 
message was primarily a statement of 
the accomplishments of the New Jer- 
sey office since May 1, the informa- 
tion being desired by Mr. Cavanaugh 
for-use at a conference of all the pro- 
hibition administrators of the country 
in Washington next week. 

Captain Thompson reported that 403 
criminal prohibition cases and 306 pad- 
lock prohibition cases were pending 
and that on July 31 there were 1,408 
civil cases pending in the district 
courts, mak’ng a total of 2,117 cases 
in charge of the prohiition department 
alone pending in New Jersey courts. 
In addition there are atout 2,500 other 
Federal cases pending in the State, he 
said. 

The operating Machinery of the ju- 
dicial -and prohibition departments for 
the State, he said, consisted of four 
Federal judges, one United States at- 
torney with seven assistants, and one 
Deputy Prohibition Administrator, with 
one Chief Enforcement Agent and sev- 
enteen prohibition agents. 

“A case that is made today,’’ the 
letter said, ‘‘will not be reached on 
the docket at the present rate and 
method of procedure before 1929, mak- 
ing at least three years -:fore a case

“The President said these protests 
were. ridiculous and that the Cuban 
Government looked with favor upon 
any process which would increase the 
export of cigars from the island,” 
said Mr. Jacobs. ‘‘He said that no law 
could be passed by any municipality 
in detriment to the whole-island.”’

and briefs filed in the present motion,. 
and, after due consideration of the law 
in the case, would make known his de- 
cision.

Celistine Madeiros, now under death 
sentence for the murder of a Wrent- 
‘ham bank. cashier, that he and mem- 
bers of the-‘iJoe’’ Morelli. gang of 
Providence- were responsible for the 


murder of Frederick Parmenter, the

1 


Prosecutor Disputes Federal Plot. 


When court resumed today Dudley 
P. Ranney, Assistant District Attor- 
ney, began. with his reply to the affi- 
davits of Lawrence Leatherman. and 
Fred Weyand, introduced by the de- 
fense to show that Department of Jus- 
tice operatives, although they knew 
they could not deport Sacco and Van- 
zetti . because. of radical: activities, 
worked with the State officials tu con- 
vict the men of. murder. 

“The defendants say by these affi- 
davits virtually that there was a con- 
spiracy of Federal agents and the Dis- 
trict’ Attorney to convict these radicals 
of murder,”’ said Mr. Ranney. ‘‘Now, 
a conspiracy is a combination to do 
illegal acts. Where is the illegal act 
here? :.Where is the evidence of it? 

“The. action of the Federal agents 
was merely the comit¥ usual in the 
and common 
practice, when a criminal is taken in 
any State, to allow by courtesy the 
officials of another State or of the 
Federal Government to. obtain what- 
ever information necessary to do their 
own work.”

Defends Withholding ‘of Files. 


Mr. Ranney défended the course 
taken by the Department of Justice to 
prevent the contents of its files in the 
Sacco and Vanzetti cases from being 
made public. 

“I charge. that Mr. Thompson did not 
take every step possible to obtain the 
information he sought,” he said. 

“Mr. Sargent sent certain instruc- 
tions to Boston and the Federal agents 
here asked Mr. Thompson just what he 
wanted. He replied that he wanted 
éverything they had pertaining to the 
case and they refused, saying that 
their instructions did not go that far. 

‘‘He did not attempt to explain the 
matter further to Mr. Sargent. Sena- 
tor William M. Butler was referred to 
in that letter. We dislike to think 
his:name was interjected for a sinister 
purpose. He is a public servant—noth- 
ing more—and subject to the’call of his 
constituents. That is all that he is in 
this case.’’
